Well, then, let's have one 


right now. Double talk, you 
should remember, is the art of 
saying one thing while thinking 
something else—usually the di- 
rect opposite. 


That sounds a bit schizoph- 


renic but really isn't. It enables 
you keep mentally healthy in a 
world in which, if you always 
spoke the exact truth, everyone 
would shun you as being either 
balmy or too quaint to put up 
with.

Could Be the 
Last Taste 
of Winter

Hopefully, Arkansas will get 


its last and very brief taste of 
winter-like weather. 


The National Weather Service 


is predicting colder tempera- 
tures and high winds through 
this weekend. But, the service 
is predicting a warming trend 
beginning this weekend. 


The colder temperatures are 


the result of a front which 
moved through the state caus- 
ing showers and thundershow- 
ers, before plunging tempera- 
tures. 


The highs Thursday ranged

WASHINGTON (AP) - The

what the White House called 
"encouraging news" for con- 
sumers, a two-tenths increase' 
in the cost of living last month. 


It follows January's increase 


of one-tenth of one per cent, 
and remains below the monthly 
increases of from three-tenths 
to six-tenths of one per cent 
that prevailed for all but one 
month of last year. Last August 
the increase also was two- 
tenths of one per cent. 


"This is good news," Secre- 


tary of Labor 'James D. Hod- 
gson said at the White House. 
"This is encouraging news," 
White House press secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler said. 


"We still think we've got the 


economy headed in the right di- 
rection," Hodgson said, pre- 
dicting further 
improvements 


later in the year. 


The two-month increase of 


three-tenths of one per cent 
was the smallest since Febru- 
ary and March of 1967, when 
prices rose by one-tenth and 
two-tenths of one per cent re- 
spectively. 


The Labor Department's Bu- 


reau of Labor Statistics, issuing 
the monthly report, attributed 
the February increase to higher 
food prices and increases in 
cost of apparel and most con- 
sumer services. These were 
moderated by declines in mort- 
gage interest rates and prices 
of used cars and gasoline.

means it cost $119.40 to buy 
what $100 did in 1967.

ecutor Alex G. Streett of Rus- 
sellville has asked the state 
Supreme Court to appoint a 
special judge to mepanel a 
Grand Jury in Pope County to 
investigate

der Circuit Judge Russell C. 
Roberts. 


Streett sent a petition to the 


Supreme Court Thursday ask- 
ing for the special judge, but 
Jimmy H. Hawkins, clerk of 
the court, said the document 
did not meet the requirements 
for filing. 


Hawkins accepted the pe- 


tition, marked it "tendered for 
filing" and dated it. He said 
the petition was not formally 
filed because it did not have a 
"certificate of service" to show 
that a copy of the petition had 
been sent to Roberts. Streett 
said later Thursday that he 
would mail a copy of the peti- 
tion to Roberts. 


Hawkins said that Roberts 


would have 10 days in which to 
respond after the petition is 
filed. 


In the petition, Streett said it 


would not be proper for the "in, 
cumbent judge to preside when 
the Grand Jury would be in- 
quiring into his activities."

preme Court declared illegal 
the practice of assessing feee 
against accused persons for su- 
spending their sentences or dis- 
missing the charges against 
them.

of Mills as 
Candidate 
LITTLE ROCK APi - De- 


spite statements by Rep. Wil- 
bur D. Mills. D-Ark.. that he is 
not a candidate for president or 
nee president, several political- 
ly astute individuals in Little 
Rock and in Washington say 
they believe the congressman's 
name will appear on the New 
Hampshire primary ballot. 


Mills, chairman of the power- 


ful Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, has professed no ambition 
for either of the higher offices. 
However, some Arkansas po- 
litical 
sources 
attach 
some 


credibility to reports that he is 
interested and base their opin- 
ion primarily on the Arkansas 
Legislature's approval of Sen- 
ate Bill 280. 


The measure, sponsored by 


Sen. J. A. Womack of Camden, 
amended Arkansas election law 
to permit a candidate for the 
U.S. House or Senate to be on 
the ballot at the same time as 
a candidate for president or 
vice president. 


Womack said the 
proposal 


originated in Washington. He 
would not saj- the bill was de- 
signed by Mills, but he once 
called the measure "Wilbur's 
bill" on the Senate floor. 


Womack said Arkansans who 


were friends of Mills and other 
members of the Arkansas con- 
gressional delegation delivered 
the bill to him. Although the 
bill would apply to all members 
of the delegation, speculation 
has focused almost exclusively 
on Mills. 


Some newspaper articles have 


said that influential friends of 
Mills plan to have his name 
placed on the New Hampshire 
primary ballot, probably as a 
vice presidential candidate. 


Mills, told of such a report, 


laughed and said, "I am not a 
candidate." However, he has 
not said he would attempt to 
thwart any group interested in 
promoting consideration of him 
as possible candidate for higher 
office. 


Mills has told the Washington 


press that "if it takes it" to de- 
feat a certain man — presum- 
ably President 
Nixon — the 


congressman 
would 
consider 


seeking an office he didn't real- 
ly want as a means of defeat- 
ing an opponent. 


The remark has been inter- 


preted to mean that Mills would 
consent to seek the vice presi- 
dency if differences between 
himself and Nixon don't cool. 
Currently, their most vocal dif- 
ference is over Nixon's pro- 
posed revenue - sharing plan, 
which Mills flatly opposes. 


The sources said that most 


Democrats and many Republi- 
cans believe Nixon would have 
great difficulty in capturing a 
majority of the votes in the 
South and parts of the South- 
west and Midwest if Mills were 
a candidate. 


The speculation about a pos- 


sible candidacy by Mills falls 
into three basic categories, list- 
ed here in the order of the fre- 
quency with which they were 
mentioned: 


—That Mills has insitaged or 


permitted the prospect of a 
candidacy on his part as a 
means of getting Nixon to aban- 
don the President's current rev- 
enue sharing concept. 


— That Mills seriously in- 


tends to offer himself for na- 
tionwide office. 


— That Mills is screening for 


someone else, perhaps 
even 


Rep. David Pry or, D-Ark. 


Friends of Mills indicated, 


however, that they had not 
heard any report that the con- 
gressman might have endorsed 
the bill that became Act 224 as 
an aid to any possible candi- 
dacy by Pryor.

He said it was 
unusual for a governor to veto 
a committee-sponsored bill. 


Bynum said the veto sur- 


prised him because the gover- 
nor had given no indication that 
he would disapprove the bill. 


One of two Republicans in the 


House, Bynum said he thought 
one of the reasons for the veto 
was that if the bond issue were 
defeated Bumpers would feel 
"he suffered a political defeat, 
also." 


Another reason, the represent- 


ative said, was that the bond 
issue was not Bumpers' idea 
and therefore the credit for it 
would not accrue to him if the 
voters approved of it. 


Bumpers said in his veto mes- 


sage that he thought the voters 
would be reluctant to approve 
the bond issue and that the 
$250,000 expense of the special 
election could be better used on 
other highway projects.

Dear Reader—The m o s t 


common cause of anginal 
chest pain is atherosclerosis, 
fatty deposits in the arteries. 
It is fairly uncommon in 
women of your age and quite 
common 
in older 
women. 


Men can have it, too, partic- 
ularly after a heart attack. 


Emotional tension or ex- 


citement can cause the pain. 
That is why the doctor tries 
to eliminate excitement or 
stress for a heart patient. 


Often an overweight per- 


son can help himself by los- 
ing a lot of weight. This de- 
creases the amount of work 
the heart needs to do. I can't 
emphasize too strongly that 
even if a person has a mini- 
mal amount of extra fat, the 
loss of fat can greatly in- 
crease the amount of work a 
person can do without hav- 
ing heart pain. 


Of course, coffee, partic- 


ularly 
in nervous 
people, 


should be stopped and cig- 
arettes eliminated. 
A f t e r 


weight reduction some peo- 
ple benefit from a walking 
program. But before you 
start you should check with 
your doctor to be certain an 
exercise program won't be 
too much for you. Incidental- 
ly, life's situations—like get- 
ting excited watching tele- 
vision—often cause the heart 
to work harder than a good 
normal walk. A person has 
to have rather severe heart 
disease before he can't walk 
in good weather.

U.S. Priests 
Favor Choice 
on Marriage 
BALTIMORE (AP) — An or- 


ganization representing 60 per 
cent of the Roman Catholic 
clergy in the United States 
adopted a resolution today ur- 
ging that priests be given a 
choice between celibacy 
and 


marriage. 


The resolution was passed 193 


to 18 by the Houe of Delegates 
of the National Federation of 
Priests Councils after five 
hours of debate which ran into 
the early morning hours. 


If the proposal were to be- 


come Church law, it would per- 
mit priests who presently are 
celibate to take wives, and 
would open the way for priests 
who have left the ministry to 
marry to resume the religious 
life. 


The federation represents 35,- 


000 of the nation's 59,000 Ro- 
man Catholic clerics. 


It is expected that the resolu- 


tion will come up at an inter- 
national synod of bishops called 
by Pope Paul VI for Sept. 23 
following 
the 
resignation of 


some 25,000 priests in the pest 
seven years, many in protest 
against the rule of celibacy.

"Experience will take care of
